BY ENGINE ON 


BOAT IN LAKE 


(Pictare on back page.) 

Capt. Oscar Osmondson of the fish- 
ing veasel Uncle Sam was killed when 
caught in the shaft of his boat’s 
propeller far out in the lake yesterday 
fmorning. With his body pinioned in 
the machinery, the craft was unman- 
ageable and it drifted four hours until 
sighted by the coast guard. 
Capt. Osmondson, who lived at 2131 
Oakdale avenue, with a crew of two 
men, was fishing for perch and chubs, 
as was his daily custom. The boat was 
about five miles out when at about 
9 o'clock Capt. Osmondson went to oil 
the propeller shaft. 
Soon a cry was heard and the crew 
found the body half twisted about the 
fiywheel, the clothing tangled on the 
shaft. Their combined efforts were in- 
sufficient to release the captain.

Simultaneously a 
call came from the tender of the four 
mile crib off Jackson boulevard, telling 
of the distress signal. 

Capt. Anderson’s cutter, the Sea 
Warrior, went to the rescue and 
towed the fishing boat ashore. There 
a fire department squad was called to 
extricate the body. Dr. B. J. Feinstein 
said the captain's head and ribs were 
crushed.

Four Firms Under Suspicion. 

Confidential reports to the health 
department were that four firms in 
the city were doing a flourishing busi- 
ness by purchasing inferior shipments 
of eggs at very low pricés, and then 
selling them in the frozen form as 
good eggs. Good eggs and bad were 
huried into mixture by the egg break. 
ers, it was charged. “ 

State food inspectors are responsible 
for the condition of all kinds of eggs 
sold in the city, and wntil recently 
two inspectors were daily on the job, 
making tests and keeping a watchful 
eye on the egg breaking firms, it was 
learned from a source outside the 
health department. 

A month ago the two inspectors

The 1,000,000 eggs banned by order 
of Commissioner Bundesen are in 
three cold storage warehouses, those 
of the Fulton Cold Storage company, 
the Cook Cold Storage company, and 
the Western Cold Storage company. 
These companies d6 not own them, 
however, thé eggs being stored pend- 
ing sale and délivery by the companies 
putting them up. 

Commissioner Bundesen said he 
preferred not to name the four com- 
panies under investigation until he 
had completed his laboratory tests, and 
until he learned whether the spoiled 
eggs were sold deliberately for the 
é@xtra moréey that could be made in 
$élling bad eggs for good. 

One of the worst cans in the large 
lot was marked “Packed in China,” 
and when it waé opened the odor of 
putrefaction was distinctly noticeable, 
it was said. Investigators said that 
several unscrupulous firms have beef 
known to import frozen eggs from 
China, melt them from the Chinese 
labeled cans, and recan them with 
American labels. .

Frank J. Koch’s confession that he 
burned the account books of his firm, 
which grand jury investigators want-

Charles M. Nichols, and Arnold H. 
Brautigam, in getting at the truth of 
their real estate expert fees from the 
city, were read yesterday in the trial 
of these men before Judge Hugo M. 
Friend. 

After refusing to answer any perti- 
nent questions and having been sen- 
tenced by Judge McKinley to four 
months in jail for contempt,: Koch ap- 
peared before the grand jury June 13, 
1923, and, it appears, told at least 
part of thetruth. Ralph Gettys, grand 
jury accountant, had been seft to the 
office of Koch & Co. the previous Sun-

He was questioned as to whether 
John A. Richert, at that time an al- 
derman, and a former partner, had not 
really been retained in the partnership 
and whether the socalled trust fund 
of one-third of the Merigold money 
had not been set aside for Richert. 
He, as had Brautigam, vigorously de- 
nied this. 3 

The trust fund, tt was pointed out, 
was not revealed as a Merigold fund 
until the accountant Gettys had 
worked it out of the books. Then it 
was admitted by the partners. 

Denies “ Covering Up.” 
Q—Why did you put it on the trust 
account, “Mary Gold"? You were 
trying to cover up something? A.— 
No, sir. The reason I done that is be- 
cause those books are sometimes open 
on the counter there. 

Charles M. Nichols, who was em- 
ployed as a real estate expert during 
the eight years of the Thompson ad- 
ministration, was the next witness 
whose testimony was read. His first 
employment, he said, was obtained at 
the request of the committeeman of 
his ward, Francis Brady. Brady fur- 
nished him with a letter signed by 
Fred Lundin, requesting appointment. 

He was given charge of Robey 
street, he said, and it was arranged 
that the other experts would each pay 
him 25 per cent of their fees, so that 
he would get three-quarters of the 
one per cent they received.

“Two bills of complaint have been 
filed against me, one in the federal 
courts and one in the state courts, in 
which I am charged with being part 
of a corrupt conspiracy to rob the city 
of Chicago. I do not think, under 
the circumstances, that this grand 
jury should ask me any questions 
about my connections with the city of 
Chicago. with any of the employés 
of the city of Chicago, with any of 
the officers of the city of Chicago, or 
with anybody connected with the 
Thompson administration. I must 
therefore, decline to answer any ques- 
tion of this character on the groun1t 
that they might tend to incriminate 
me or subject me to fines, penalties 
or forfeitures.”’

Baby’s Pacifier, Just 
Tabooed by French, 
Long Under Ban Here 


Chicago outlaws pacifiers for babies 
even more emphatically than does 
France, it was discovered yesterday 
in checking over local opinion in re- 
gard to the new. French law whereby 
the sale and manufacture of “ suc- 
ettes” is prohibited as a menace to 
the health of the country’s infants. 

“ Criminal,’’ “ dangerous,” “ abomin- 
able,” “‘ outrageous," were some of the 
less violent outbursts against the rub- 
ber device which so long has fobdled 
babies into thinking they were getting 
something for nothing. 

“A pacifier may be a temporary 
help but it is dangerous to the baby’s 
health in the long run,”’ declared Miss 
Irene Inderrieden, in charge of the 
social services department of the 
Court of Domestic Relations. “ After 
he sucks in a quantity of air his little 
stomach aches so much he cries loud- 
er. Besides, I have even seen mothers 
put the pacifier into their own mouths 
before giving it to the baby to suck 
on.”’ 

“We never use pacifiers, under any 
condition,” it was announced at St. 
Vincent’s Infant and Maternity hospi- | 
tal. “A baby will not cry unless he | 
is hungry, sick or spoiled, so when | 
our babies are hungry we feed them, | 
when they are sick we try to fix them | 
up, and we never spoil them. So you 
see, by prevention we obviate the main 
cause for the pacifier.”
